Deep well injection 

Among the facts of a Deep 
Well Injection System: 

• The system injects fluids, 
solids, sludge and gases 
thousands of feet below the sur- 
face of the earth into rock 
formations.

• After a reasonable start-up 
period, disposal volumes will 
average at least 750,000 gallons 
per month or nine million gal- 
lons per year.

Is it safer for toxic waste to 
be dumped in a Romulus land- 
fill between layers of earth 
which could leak into the water 
table, or should the waste be 
injected thousands of feet be- 
low the surface of the earth into 
a disposal well with only a 
minor chance of leaking into 
the water table? 

Injecting toxic waste che- 
micals into a disposal well is 
much safer than a landfill, 
according to A1 Rarick, geolog- 
ist with the Geological Survey 
Division of the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources. 


“The well will be constructed 
and monitored by both federal 
and state laws,” Rarick said. 
“The Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency and the DNR will 
constantly monitor the daily 
operation of the well. If one 
thing goes wrong, we’ll know 
about it in a matter of minutes 
and can render the situation at 
once.” 

The idea of having a waste 
disposal well in Romulus, 
however, is upsetting several 
residents. Recently, coun- 
cilmembers approved a resolu- 
tion in favor of Bestway Re- 
cycling Inc. and Environmen- 
tal Disposal Systems Inc. to in- 
stall a well in the city. 

Although the decision about 


the installation of the well rests 
in the hands of the EPA and 
DNR for approval, residents 
are still concerned about hav- 
ing it in the city. 

In a recent unsigned letterby 
a longtime resident, the indi- 
vidual said: “Now we have a 
toxic waste well making its 
appearance here. Where’s the 
(city officials’) concern for the 
environment and the image of 
Romulus now? These are the 
same people that ask the ques- 
tion, ‘Why don't Romulus kids 
stay in Romulus?’ Where are 
they going to get jobs at a toxic 
waste dump, a sewage plant or 
a prison?” 

Rarick insists the wells are 
safe and have been operating 


across the United States since 
1950 without one mishap. 

“Michigan is most easily 
adapted for a waste disposal 
well because it’s an oil- 
producing state which means 
there are no leaks to the sur- 
face,” Rarick said. “Before 
any chemical is injected, the li- 
quid is filtered and analyzed to 
make sure it will be compatible 
with the other chemicals in- 
jected into the well.” 

When constructing the well 
itself, Rarick said no less than 
three steel pipes will be used 
along with three sheets of ce- 
ment. Once the system is in 
tact, the EPA and DNR will in- 
stall a monitoring system with 
a sensitive detection device. 


If for some reason a toxic 
chemical is injected into the 
well and doesn’t mix well with 
other well chemicals, Rarick 
said the result will be similar to 
the calcium build-up on water 
pipes in the home. 

“If a chemical doesn't mix 
with what’s already in the well, 
there won’t be an eruption,” 
Rarick said. “A compound will 
build up. We are injecting these 
chemicals hundreds of feet into 
thick sandstone so there will be 
no chance of leakage.” 

Romulus needs this well be- 
cause of its high level of toxic 
chemicals, according to 
Rarick.

Businessman awarded

A Romulus businessman who 
was an avid supporter of the 
Romulus schools was recently 
presented with a certificate of 
appreciation from the Business 
Partnerships for Education. 

David Rossman, former 
general manager of the Detroit 
Marriott, was actively in- 
volved with the Romulus 
School District through the 
partnership program for more 
than a year. He was recently 
transferred to the Marriott Air- 
port in St. Louis, Mo., where he 
will be in charge of more than 
600 rooms.

“We started full swing with 
the program,” Rossman said. 
“We went into the classrooms 
to teach table etiquette and had 
the students over to the hotel to 
try out what they learned. We 
also were involved with the stu- 
dent of the month program. ” 

The program encourages 
students to improve in all

academic areas. About 20 stu- 
dents a month are selected by 
school officials for their im- 
provements. Those students 
receive meal certificates by 
Marriott.

Mayor asks

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnaily wants the facts - and 
only the facts - about Metropo- 
litan Detroit Airport noise. 

In a recent letter to Wayne 
County CommissionerSusan L 
Hubbard, a commissioner on 
the special committee on air- 
port noise, McAnaily addres- 
sed the unfairness of communi- 
ties like Romulus, who are not 
getting any relief from the 
noise, only an increase 

“As the county agonizes over 
the inconvenience and unfair* 
imposition of noise upon the 
communities adjacent to and 
w ithin the flight pattern of Met- 
ropolitan Airport, the mayor 
and the citizens of Romulus be- 
gin to wonder w hy that concern 
shouldn’t be extended to in- 
clude them.” McAnaily said.

She said each time someone 
of apparent authority makes a 
statement about airport expan- 
sion plans, there is an immedi- 
ate reaction within Romulus. 

“Land prices fluctuate with 
such utterances/* McAnaily 
said “Homeowner anxiety 
sets in, development plans are 
canceled or curtailed and an 
overall uncertainty prevails. 

McAnaily gave an example 
of a recent article in the Detroit 
Free Press indicating Deputy 
County Executive Mike Dug- 
gan, in an effort to placate 
someother communities, plans 
to increase noise w ithin Romu- 
lus and Huron Township. 

“Although it is hard to im- 
agine how noise can be in- 
creased in a city where it all 
originates, perhaps he has 
found some new area to

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Union leader sentenced 


Richard Debs, recently sent- 
enced to a 46-month prison 
term for his role in tampering 
with a union election, faces a 
bond hearing and calendar con- 
ference tomorrow in Detroit 
Recorder's Court on criminal 
sexual conduct charges. 

Debs, 53. a former Van Buren 


Township police commander 
and an ex-official of United 
Automobile Workers Local 
1776, was convicted of violating 
the Hobbs Act when he attemp- 
ted to prevent a union member 
from opposing him in an elec- 
tion. Debs was sentenced to the 
46-month term by U.S. District 



Court Judge Patrick Duggan 
last week. He also will serve a 
concurrent term for firearm 
possession. 

In December, Debs and a 19- 
year-old Westland man were 
arrested in Wayne on charges 
of breaking-and-entering with 
intent to commit criminal sex- 
ual conduct, first-degree cri- 
minal sexual conduct, carrying 
a concealed weapon and imper- 
sonating a police officer. The 
two victims, both minor boys, 
testified before 29th District 
Court Judge Carolyn Archbold 
during the preliminary hear- 
ing. One count of third-degree 
criminal sexual conduct was 
dropped when the prosecutor 
was unable to provide suffi- 
cient evidence. If convicted on 
the first-degree criminal sex- 
ual conduct charges, the two 
suspects could receive life im- 
prisonment. 

Debs was arraigned Dec. 28 
in Detroit Recorder’s Court, 
and entered a plea of not guilty. 
He was detained in the Wayne 
County jail on $50,000 cash 
bond . 

Debs also faces a weapons 
charge stemming from a 1989 
arrest in Canton Township.

If you’ve looked in the mirror 
recently and aren't happy with 
the extra pounds you see, you're 
not alone. Approximately one- 
third of all Americans are 
considered overweigh (. and 10 
percent are considered obese — 
meaning they are 20 percent 
heavier than their ideal body 
weight. 

Obesity is associated with a 
variety of medical problems such 
as hypertension, diabetes, certain 
forms of cancer, complications in 
pregnancy, and arthritis, lo name 
only a few. 

Determine ideal body weight 

One way to determine your 
ideal body weight is to follow this 
calculation: 

Men: Ihke 106 and add 6 

pounds for each inch 
over five feet in height. 
Women: Take 105 and add 5 
pounds for each inch 
over five feel in height. 

Eat less, exercise more 

Current treatments of obesity 
center around the concepi of 
“energy balance!' meaning you 
must burn more energy (calorics) 
lhan you consume. In other words, 
you need to eat less and exercise 
more if you want lo lose weight 


To find out how many calories 
you need, multiply your ideal 
body weight in pounds by 14. 
This figure is the number of 
calories you should cat each day 
to maintain your ideal weight. If 
you eat 500 calories less than 
this number, you should be able 
to lose one pound a week 

Tty to eat three balanced meals 
a day instead of one or two large 
meals. If you need to snack, skip 
the candy, cookies, and chips, 
and stick lo fruits and vegetables. 
Also, drink a lot of water — 
ideally six or more eight-ounce 
glasses a day. 

Exercise is essential. In 
addition to burning calories, it 
improves vour stamina, 
motivation, and sense of well- 
being. A tip is to exercise at the 
lime of day you are most likely to 
snack

Romulus councilmembers 
praised Junior High School 
Band Director Richard Kruse 
Jan. 14 for being selected re- 
cently as the 11th Annual 
Romulus Person of the Year. 

“I’ve known Richard Kruse 
for many years,” Mayor Pro 
Tem Randolph Gear said. 
"He’s an excellent teacher and 
is constantly working with the 
kids.” 

"I’ll always remember the 
July 4th parade,” Mayor Be- 
verly McAnally said. "When it 
was extremely hot and Richard 
Kruse was with the kids lead- 
ing them down Goddard 
Road.” 

On Dec. 18, Kruse was 
selected by the Romulus 
Chamber of Commerce for the 
award. A special award and 
dinner dance is scheduled at 
6:30 p.m. March 1 at the new 
Romulus Marriott to honor 
Kruse. Cost is $30 per person. 

Kruse has served Romulus 
schools for about 16 years. He 
has continuously produced 
award-winning bands. His 
bands have received national 
recognition six times: 1980, 


1983, 1986, 1987, 1988 and 1989. 

On his own time, Kruse goes 
to various Romulus subdivi- 
sions during the summer to 
talk with children he feels are 
interested in band and encour- 
ages them to get started in the 
music program. He helps them 
find the instruments of their 
choice.

City golf course project 
strokes behind completion

Romulus golfers may have a 
long wait before officials from 
the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources decide to 
approve plans on a city golf 
course project. 

The Romulus Golf Course 
Committee is developing a 
strategy to complete the pro- 
ject, which includes a joint ven- 
ture with area developers, 
according to Dennis Oakes, 
director of community de- 
velopment. 

"We sent information on the 
project to the DNR,” Oakes 
said. “We are waiting to hear 
the preliminary reaction from 
the DNR if the plan is feasible. 
It’s going to be a long time be- 
fore we hear from the DNR.” 

The role of the developer, 
according to Oakes, would be to 


assume all of the financial re- 
sponsibilities for design and 
construction of the course, and 
lease and operate the facility. 

"The city’s role would be to 
use the land we’ve acquired as 
leverage in the deal,” Oakes 
said. 

Last November, city officials 
were reviewing the environ- 
mental conditions of a 76-acre 
parcel of land west of the CSX 
tracks. The golf committee has 
developed a "request for let- 
ters of interest," which were 
sent to prospective developers 
for a response. 

"The committee and council 
will interview for prospective 
developers in order to select a 
partner for the project," Oakes 
said. 

The letter essentially gives 
the developer a history of the 
intentions of the city for the golf 
course. The letter requests the 


following from the interested 
parties: 

• A letter of interest includ- 
ing the company name and 
address submitting the prop- 
osal. 

• A description of the firm in- 
cluding its business structure. 

• Experience related to the 
financing development and op- 
eration of a regular-sized golf 
course. 

• A description of the project 
team which displays the talent 
and expertise required to com- 
plete the work. 

• At least four government 
agencies, public or private golf 
clubs or firms with whom the 
company has conducted busi- 
ness with in the last five years. 

After reviewing the qual- 
ifications of each firm, the golf 
committee will select propos- 
als from at least three firms. 


Mayor is looking for

"For instance, all the stuff 
that comes off the cars at the 
car wash would be injected into 
the well,” Rarick said. "The 
fact is, you do have these 
wastes. If you don’t' put them 
(in the injection well), you have 
to put them on the surface of 
the earth.” 

About 20 years from now, the 
chemicals injected into the 
well could be pumped out for 
some other kind of use, accord- 
ing to Rarick. 

"We re not really disposing 
but storing the chemicals.” 
Rarick said. "If we don’t need 


the chemicals in 20 years, we’ll 
throw fresh water into the well, 
pull out the casing and put a big 
cement plug on the top and fill 
the whole mess with cement.” 

" We’ll even put a monument 
on top of the covered well to let 
people know what’s down there 
so there will no longer be a 
problem.” 

Rarick said slight pressure is 
being created with the injec- 
tion of chemicals into the earth, 
however, that pressure will dis- 
sipate in time. 

Today, Michigan houses 22 
waste injection wells. The 
closest well to Romulus is lo- 
cated in Kalamazoo. 

There are about 300,000 injec- 
tion underground wells operat- 
ing nationwide.

adversely impact, and, 
perhaps, plans to remove 
another few hundred acres 
from our tax base,” McAnally 
said. 

"We have valiantly tried to 
comply with requirements for 
updated and current master 
plans and zoning ordinances 
only to find, after spending 
thousands of dollars with plan- 
ning consultants, that, because 
of complaints of other com- 
munities. our future plans may 
be in jeopardy.” 

McAnally said she and other 
community representatives 
participated and paid consul- 
tants to participate in a noise 
abatement effort After hours 
of deliberation and uncounted 
dollars of consultant fees. 
McAnally said the entire effort 
was rendered useless. 

The study was undertaken by 
Wayne County within the last 
two years and provided much 
of the noise-related informa- 
tion presented to the communi- 


ties at the August 1989 public 
hearing on the proposed Metro 
Airport expansion, according 
to McAnally. 

The noise study proposed 
several specific measures that 
would directly impact on 
thousands of Romulus resi- 
dents. Extensive structural 
soundproofing, residential ac- 
quisitions and purchase assur- 
ance programs were proposed 
at that time, McAnally said 

"This lengthy and costly 
effort appears to have dis- 
appeared from consideration,” 
McAnally said. "Almost daily 
my staff and I receive inquiries 
from residents who believe 
that their homes are to be ac- 
quired or that they are to re- 
ceive some sort of noise abate- 
ment assistance from Wayne 
County, as they were assured 
during the public hearing. 

"In fact, it appears that 
Wayne County is today less 
able to offer these residents the 
assistance that they deserve 
and rightfully expect than it 
was some eighteen months 
ago.” 

The Part 150 study has not 
been approved by the FAA and 


thus the county is not even able 
to stand in line with other air- 
ports across the country to re- 
quest future FAA funding for 
the noise programs. 

"I believe that our residents 
have had their expectations 
raised unfairly and are entitled 
to honest answers about their 
future prospects for noise 
abatement,” McAnally said 
"The people of Romulus are 
cognizant of the proximity of 
the airport to their homes ; they 
expect and tolerate some noise 
However, they do expect that, 
wherever possible, the noise be 
minimized and regulated. And. 
when they have made efforts to 
locate out of the noise contour, 
they do not expect to have the 
contour changed ” 

The surrounding communi- 
ties are anticipating some kind 
of economic benefit as a result 
of the airport expansion, 
according to McAnally But if 
the noise is unfair to some, then 
it is to all and measures should 
be implemented to minimize 
all noise, she said 
"As to the types of mitigation 
that can be implemented, cur- 
fews. improved engine design. 


hush houses and berms im- 
mediately come to mind. ” 
McAnally said. "There may be 
ways in which take-off and 
landing patterns can follow 
other nuisance corridors such 
as freeways and railroads. 
However, each of these mea- 
sures brings with it accom- 
panying aggravations.” 

McAnally said Romulus is 
concerned about the absence of 
input to assist communities 
and affected residents. 

"We have learned that the 
task force program is now 
slated for approval," McAnal- 
ly said "Where was the oppor- 


tunity for public comment on 
that program and how does it 
differ from that which was 
proposed in the Part 150 study 
and the Metro expansion En- 
vironmental Impact State- 
ment? 

"It is my belief that any noise 
abatement program, if it is in- 
tended to be effective, must be 
made with the full understand- 
ing and input of the affected 
communities and residents, 
along with the technical staff of 
the airport and FAA. Further, 
It must be based on realistic 
expectations of federal 
funding." 
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Mayor discusses economy with Soviets

The Soviet Union needs help 
from Americans to make the 
transition from communism to 
democracy, according to one 
local visitor. 

Wayne Mayor Patrick Nor- 
ton recently returned from the 
American Leadership Confer- 
ence in Washington, D.C., 
where he shared his views on 
how the democratic system 
operates. Norton was one of 
two mayors in Michigan who 
were selected to meet with 
more than 100 representatives 
from Eastern Europe and the 
Soviet Union Dec. 14. 

“The conference was 
attended by some 400 people." 
Norton said. “The crook of the 
conference was on the morality 
of the government and generat- 


ing democracy around the 
world." 

Various discussions focused 
on how the United States should 
assist the countries in their 
transition to democracy. 

“I dealt mostly with three 
Soviets." Norton said. "One 
Soviet, Yuria Lebedev, was 
very interested in small towns. 
He is the chair of innovations 
and council of the prime minis- 
ter for the Russian Federa- 
tion 

Lebedev stressed to Norton 
the Soviets did not want finan- 
cial aid. Even though the 
Soviets are in dire need for 
technological improvements, 
they just don't have the tech- 
nology to make the improve- 
ments, Lebedev told Norton. 

“He said Americans have to 
reach out to help them,” Nor- 
ton said. “They want people 


from big companies like Ford 
Motor Co. to show them how to 
make improvements.” 

In the Soviet Union, things 
like cars and other means of 
transportation don’t work well 
Lebedev told Norton the hospit- 
als don’t even have running 
water. 

The Soviets, however, are 
strong in education and have 
abundant natural resources, 
Norton said 

“They want to go to a free 
market, but if the U S. doesn’t 
help them, Lebedev said the 
people won’t want it," Norton 
said. "They just don't believe 
the system will work.” 

One McDonald’s restaurant 
is situated in the Soviet Union, 
providing Soviets with an ex- 
ample of how democracy oper- 
ates. according to Norton. 


Besides learning how desper- 
ate Soviets are, Norton said he 
was surprised to see how simi- 
lar in stature the Soviets were 
to Americans. Because of their 
economic conditions, however, 
their clothing and hair styles 
are old fashioned. 

“Their clothing appeared to 
be from decades ago, a look out 
of the 1930s,” Norton said. 
"There's not going to be a quick 
fix for anyone with any of these 
problems over there. Just like 
there will be no quick fix for 
Wayne. The Soviet Union just 
isn’t as fortunate as East Ger- 
many because they don’t have 
a country to help them with the 
transition and accept them 
right away.” 

The ALC conference was 
staged from Dec. 14 through 
Dec. 16. The ALC is unique be- 
cause it provides a forum to 


consider the challenges, oppor- 
tunities and options which face 
the nation in the decade of the 
1990s, according to Phillip V. 
Sanchez, former U.S. Ambas- 
sador and chairman of ALC. 

On Dec. 14, Norton and 
guests had dinner with Sanchez 
and Sen. Richard Lugar, R- 
Ind. On Dec. 15, a number of 
presentations were made 
which included “America and 
the World," “The Decline of 
Marxist Ideology” and “Confu- 
sion in the Western Value 
System.” 

On Dec. 16, Arnaud De Bor- 
chgrave, editor-in-chief of The 
Washington Times, presented 
the keynote speech. 

The ALC is co-sponsored by 
the American Constitution 
Committee and CAUSA Inter- 
national. 
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Beyer Hospital sale remains uncertain

The on-again, off-again sale 
of Beyer Hospital appears to be 
on hold now. 

Pressure from local resi- 
dents and staff physicians have 
temporarily halted the move to 
sell the 75-bed hospital to the 
Catherine McAuley Health 
Center in Ann Arbor. Officials 
from Belleville, Ypsilanti and 
Lincoln Park had threatened to 
take legal action to stop the 
sale of the Ypsilanti hospital. 

Beyer Hospital operated at a 
deficit during the past two 
years, and reported a loss of $2 
million in 1990. Following a 


pledge by doctors to bring 
more patients into the hospital, 
a positive cash flow has been 
reported for the past two 
months, according to Milton 
Mack, board chairman of the 
company that operates Beyer 
Hospital. 

United Care Inc., the Wayne- 
based non-profit organization 
that owns Beyer, is expected to 
review the performance of the 
hospital next year and make a 
decision on the future of Beyer 
at that time. 

A group of local physicians 
had made a bid to buy the hos- 
pital after the announcement of 
the proposed sale to CAHC. 


Southern communities 
react to flight changes 


News that Metro Airport air 
traffic will be rerouted to re- 
duce noise for some communi- 
ties was not good for those who 
reside south of the facility. 

Additional air traffic is 
slated to be rerouted over the 
less populated areas of Sump- 
ter, Van Buren and Huron 
townships, beginning in April. 
It is estimated 90 percent of de- 
parting traffic from Metro Air- 
port would head southeast and 
southwest over the three 


townships if the new plan is 
adopted. 

Huron Township Supervisor 
Christine Gamber said the new 
flight patterns will increase 
night-time air traffic over her 
community as well as air traf- 
fic in the daytime hours. The 
plan calls for a 12 p.m.-to-6 
a.m. curfew on flights that ar- 
rive and depart from the north 
and west. Under the new plan, 
those flights would use the 
southern runways. 


Beyer Hospital formerly was 
part of the publicly owned Peo- 
ple’s Community Hospital Au- 
thority. 

Van Buren Township Super- 
visor David Jacokes said his 
main concern for the future of 
the hospital is for the hospital 
to be operated under its origin- 
al guidelines. 

“I want to be sure that United 
Care is complying with the 
enabling legislation under 
which it took over the PCHA 
facilities,” Jacokes said. “Re- 
gardless of who operates Beyer 
Hospital, I want to see the level 
of care for indigents and for the 
community maintained.” 


Jacokes said he could not 
comment on the proposed 
purchase of Beyer Hospital by 
the physicians’ group because 
he has not seen their proposal.

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Airport expansion to promote more jobs, growth

Wayne County officials are 
promising the expansion of De- 
troit Metropolitan Airport will 
bring more jobs, dollars and 
less headaches to surrounding 
communities. 

The expansion will bring ab- 
out 20,000 high paying jobs to 
the area. This does not include 
the people who will be hired 
during the construction phase. 
These are jobs that will exist 


after the airport expansion is 
completed, said Bryan Amann. 
noise czar for Wayne County. 

"The beauty of it is that the 
local taxpayers won’t be the 
ones paying for it. Instead, the 
revenue will come out of the 
airlines, who will pass the cost 
onto the passengers, who are 
the people using the airport,” 
Amann said. 

When the expansion is com- 
pleted, the cost is estimated to 
be about $1 billion, Amann 
said. 


"A lot of the dollars are going 
into concrete,” he said. 

Along with the expansion will 
come new roads, sewers, run- 
way and a tower. The airport 
will be more accessible to driv- 
ers. Instead of having to 
approach the airport solely 
from Merriman Road on the 
north side, a new road will be 
built to allow access to the air- 
port from the south, Amann 
said. 

Recently residents who live 
in communities that fall be- 


neath the pathways of air- 
planes protested the amount of 
noise the jets were causing. 
The Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration has redirected the traf- 
fic so the noise level would be 
reduced. 

By 1997, the number of pas- 
sengers who use the airport on 
a daily basis will nearly double, 
but the amount of traffic will 
only increase by about 1 per- 
cent each year. 

"This will be a real turning 
point for the airline industry. 


where we hope to double the 
number of passengers in the 
next 15 years, without doubling 
the number of flights." he said. 

For example. Northwest Air- 
lines has two planes that leave 
Detroit within an hour of each 
other for Washington. D C., ev- 
ery morning Each airplane 
holds about 110 people. Instead 
of using two airplanes to trans- 
port 220 people, the airline will 
use one airplane, which can 
hold up to 300 people and leave 
once a day, according to 


Amman. 

As the airport grows, so will 
the need for more services in 
and around the airport. This 
will include: more hotels, car 
rental agencies, restaurants 
and other businesses. 

Amann estimates the expan- 
sion will be completed some- 
time in 1997. and by then most 
of the aircrafts using the air- 
port will be newer and larger. 
The newer airplanes aren’t as 
loud as the older airplanes, he 
said.

Dear Congressmen Ford, 

Today I read an article writ- 
ten in the Associated Newspap- 
ers Suburban Living section 
dated Jan. 6, 1991. After reading 
the article and some of the 
quotes that you made in the in- 
terview, I feel it is necessary to 
express my feelings and con- 
cerns for your comments. Let 
me first state that I have a son 
serving in the Gulf, he is a 
sergeant with the 82nd Air- 
borne, he is married, and has 
two children who are now living 
in Livonia. Secondly, although I 
did not serve in Viet Nam, other 
brothers were in the service at 
that time, one of whom was sta- 
tioned in Da Nang during the 
height of the conflict; he won a 
Purple Heart during a shelling 
at that base. 

The reason for this letter, and 
the foundation of the previous 
paragraph is to let you know, 
from a father’s and brother’s 
point of view, that your opinion 
is not shared by a good many 
people. These are not people 
who feel that mighty America 
should be the world’s watchdog 
or the world’s police officer. 
They are people that feel that 
we are a nation that can be cal- 
led upon when oppression such 
as the invasion of Kuwait hap-

pens, even if it is on the other 
side of the world. 

Many years ago I had a cri- 
minal law class at Schoolcraft 
College. One particular exam- 
ple of a legal question has repe- 
atedly come to mind and it fits 
well here also. A journalist is at 
a beach, and he watches a little 
boy walk to the end of a pier, 
where the water is six feet deep. 
The journalist watches the boy 
fall off of the pier after being 
pushed by a bully. The journal- 
ist goes to where the boy fell in. 
He makes no attempt to rescue 
the boy, but instead takes out a 
note pad and writes an article on 
how the little boy drowns. The 
issue in the law class was to de- 
termine if the journalist com- 
mitted a crime, and we found 
that he was not. But isn’t is 
abhorrent to us that the journal- 
ist did nothing to help the boy? 
Kuwait is as innocent as the lit- 
tle boy. Saddam Hussein is the 
bully that pushed him off the 
pier. The journalist could be 
America. We should not simply 
sit by and watch as Iraq pushes 
Kuwait off the pier, read about 
it and say that’s too bad. 
Although America is a peace- 
loving nation, being peace lov- 
ing does not mean that we 
should stand idly watching as 
other decimate their defense- 
less-neighbors. Sure, there are 


other conflicts going on in the 
world. The majority of which we 
should have no involvement. 
Third World nations struggling 
with internal strife are no com- 
parison with the actions taken 
by Iraq. 

One quote in the paper is that 
“nothing is worth the life of one 
soldier,” and you made com- 
ments that reasons for fighting 
are insignificant. Tell the 
Kuwaitis that. I too would 
rather pay $2 or $3 for a gallon of 
gasoline than to have a loved 
one die. But I also believe that 
justice, even on a global level is 
something that Americans do 
stand for and still should show 
our support. Never has there 
been such worldwide support 
for a single cause as has been 
shown in this matter. I am dis- 
appointed in the lack of military 
support from others, but others 
do not have the history, the 
understanding that you cannot 
simply take others homes and 
industry, lives and identity. I 
pray to God that no one will suf- 
fer even a scratch through this 
conflict, but I understand and 
support the president in his 
handling of this conflict, even at 
the expense of war. I wonder 
Mr. Ford, where do you draw 
your line at using warfare to 
protect people from injustice. 
Would it take a direct attack 
against American soil? Would 
the same situation in the west- 
ern hemisphere do it for you? 


I believe that you are wrong in 
your position. I feel that you 
should support the President’s 
position in this matter. Your 
comparing Viet Nam and this 
conflict is a mistake, the situa- 
tions are totally different. No 
one is selling anyone a bill of 
goods through this. We are 
simply standing up for what is 
right. The fact that Kuwait is 
energy rich has impact, but it is 
not the proximate cause of our 
involvement.

The holiday season is over and schedules have slowed down a bit - wrong. 

There is plenty of time now to fix extravagant meals for our families and friends - 
wrong. 

In this hectic, fast-paced world there is no time to do much of anything, especially 
cooking. Yet. we all want to provide nutritious hot meals for our families. 

Perhaps the best-known cookbook on the market that responds to this dilemma is the 
“No Time To Cook" cookbook, published by McCall’s. 

The easy-to-prepare meals are delicious and nutritious, and perfect for the cold days 
ahead. 

The cookbook has been around for awhile, and has become a staple in most kitchens. 
The following are some favorite recipes plucked from the pages of this book. 

Chicken in wine with vegetables 

2 (2-pound) chickens, cut into quarters 

1/4 pound bacon, coarsely chopped 

20 small onions, peeled 

1/4 cup Cognac or brandy 

4 shallots, chopped 

2 teaspoons dried thyme leaves 

2 bay leaves, crumbled 

2 or 3 parsley sprigs 

2 garlic cloves, pressed 

1/2 pound fresh mushrooms, chopped 

4 carrots, pared and cut In l-inch slices 

2 3/4 cups dry white wine 
1 tablespoon salt 

1/2 teaspoon pepper 

1 teaspoon sugar 

1/4 teaspoon ground nutmeg 

3 chicken bouillon cubes, crumbled 

1/2 green pepper, seeds and ribs removed 

1 medium tomato, cut into eighths 
1/3 cup all-purpose flour 

2 tablespoons chopped parsley 

Day Before: Wash chicken quarters under cold running water and pat dry with paper 
towels. In a 6-quart Dutch oven or flameproof casserole, heat bacon, add onions and 
saute over medium heat until golden. Lift out onions and bacon with slotted spoon. Add 
chicken quarters; saute, turning until chicken is golden brown all over. In a metal la- 
dle, heat Cognac slightly and pour over chicken, ignite. Add shallots, thyme, bay 
leaves, parsley sprigs, garlic, mushrooms, carrot, bacon, onion and 2 cups wine. Add 
salt, pepper, sugar, nutmeg and bouillon cubes, stir to mix well. Bring to boiling, re- 
duce heat and simmer covered for 50 minutes. Place a sheet of waxed paper over the 
top of the Dutch oven and place lid over the waxed paper. Combine 3/4 cup wine with 
flour to make a smooth mixture, stir into liquid in Dutch oven. Bring to boiling, stir- 
ring. Sauce will be slightly thickened. Remove from heat and let cool; then refrigerate, 
covered. 

Next Day: Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Add green pepper and tomato. Reheat, co- 
vered, 50 to 60 minutes. Sprinkle with parsley. Serves 8. 

Veal paprikash and noodle casserole 

1/3 cup all-purpose flour 

2 teaspoons salt 
1/4 teaspoon pepper 
1/3 cup salad oil 

3 pounds stewing veal cut in 1 1 /2-inch cubes 
2 1/2 to 3 tablespoons paprika 

1 pound yellow onions, peeled and sliced 
12 small white onions 

2 cans (10 1/2 ounce size) condensed beef broth, undiluted 
1/2 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 

6 carrots, pared and halved crosswise 
1 package (8-ounces) wide noodles 
1 pint sour cream 

Fresh dill sprigs or chopped parsley 

On waxed paper, combine flour, 1 teaspoon salt and the pepper. Use to coat veal. 
Reserve remaining flour mixture. In some of hot oil in Dutch oven or 4-quart casserole, 
brown veal, a third at a time, adding oil as needed. Remove as browned. Preheat oven 
to 350 degrees. Stir paprika into drippings in Dutch oven. Add sliced onion and small 
white onions, and saute, stirring about 10 minutes. Remove Dutch oven from heat. Stir 
in reserved flour mixture until well blended Stir in beef broth, Worcestershire, carrot, 
browned veal and 1 teaspoon salt. Bake, covered for 1 hour, 50 minutes. Meanwhile, 
cook noodles as package label directs. Add drained, cooked noodles to Dutch oven, 
bake 10 minutes longer. Stir a little hot liquid from Dutch oven into 1 cup sour cream. 
Gradually stir into veal mixture until well blended. Garnish with remaining 1 cup sour 
cream and fresh dill sprigs.

Cook, covered, until beans 
and vegetables are tender. 
Sprinkle with Parmesan and 
serve. Makes 3 quarts.

Oatmeal cookies 

1 cup shortening 

1 teaspoon pure vanilla extract 
3/4 cup granulated sugar 

3/4 cup brown sugar 
3/4 teaspoon salt 
3/4 teaspoon ground cin- 
namon 

2 large eggs 


1 teaspoon baking soda, dis- 
solved in 1 tablespoon water 
1 1/2 cups all-purpose flour 
3 cups old-fahsioned oatmeal 
(uncooked) 

1 cup raisins 

Preheat the oven to 350 de- 
grees. Lightly grease two bak- 
ing sheets or use non-stick 
pans. In a large bowl, cream 
together the shortening and 
vanilla. Stir the granulated 
sugar, brown sugar, salt and 
cinnamon together in a bowl, 
pressing any lumps out of the 
brown sugar with the back of a 
spoon. Add this gradually to the 
shortening and cream thor- 
oughly. Add eggs, baking soda 
and flour in order and then add 
the oatmeal and raisins and 
mix by hand Do not use elec- 
tric mixer with oatmeal and 
raisins. Drop by rounded tab- 
lespoonfuls onto the baking 
sheets, leaving 2 inches be- 
tween cookies for spreading. 
Bake at 350 for 11 to 13 minutes 
or until lightly browned. Cool 
on wire racks.

Chocolate drop 
cookies 

2 cups unbleached flour 
1/2 teaspoon salt 

1/2 teaspoon baking soda 
1/2 cup cocoa powder 
8 tablespoons unsalted butter 
1 cup granulated sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1 large egg 
1/4 cup buttermilk 

Preheat the oven to 375 de- 
grees. Stir or sift together the 
flour, salt, baking soda and 
cocoa. Cream the butter and 
sugar together in a large bowl 
and add the vanilla and egg. 
Mix well. Add the dry ingre- 
dients alternately with the but- 
termilk, mixing completely. 
Drop by rounded teaspoonfuls 
onto lightly greased or nonstick 
baking sheets, leaving 2 inches 
between the drops. Bake at 375 
degrees for 10 minutes or until 
just beginning to brown around 
the edges. Cool on wire racks.
